Five-Page Note Declared Ac- 
tion of Clifford Taylor 
Was Unprovoked and 
Seemed Premeditated. 


Shortly before Mrs. Henry B. Gra- 
ham shot and killed herself at her 
Hampton Park home, the night of 
Nov. 23 last, she wrote a letter to the 
Prosecuting Attorney of St. Louis 
County, telling of the killing of her 
wealthy husband, two days before, 
by his negro chauffeur, Clifford Tay- 
lor. She was an eyewitness—so far 
as has appeared in Taylor’s trial for 
murder, now in progress at Clayton, 
she was the only eyewitness—of the 
shooting of Graham. 

Mrs. Graham, having determined 
to end her life because of gricf over 
loss of her husband, wrote the let- 


ter carefully and deliberately. This 


is shown by the appearance of the | 


letter, which was made public to- 
day. She used five sheets of tablet 
paper, and signed her name to each 
sheet, as if to insure every pari of 
the letter against attack as to its 
genuineness. She wrote in a.clear, 
regular hand, ana told, in their or- 
the circumstances of the trag- 
edy, beginning with the statement 
that she believed the killing to have 
been “an unprovoked, premeditated 
murder.” 
Three Letters Were Written. 


The letter was one of three which 
Mrs. Graham wrote before ending 
her life. In other notes, addressed 
to her sister and her stepdaughter 
she declared that she could not live 
Without Graham, and gave. direc- 
tions as to family matters. The ex- 
istence of the letter to the Prose- 
cuting Attorney was not made known 
at the time, and it was held in re- 
serve as possible evidence. 

In Taylor's trial yesterday, Judge 
McElhinney ruled that the record of 
the testimony given by Mrs. Graham 
at the Coroner’ inquest could not 
be introduced as evidence. By this 
ruling, the letter was excluded aleéo 
Judge McElhinney held that no 
statement made by a deceased wit- 
ness could be used, unless the de- 
dendant, Taylor, had the privilege 
of cross-examining the witness at 
the time when it was made. ,

torney ‘Mueller, the letter is printed 
elsewhere in today’s Post-Dispatch.

Butiding Projects Held Up. 

Tt will be remembered that surveys 
by the Post-Dispatch and Director of 
Public Welfare Cunliff in the last 
four months have shown that build- 
ing projects aggregating $15.000,000 
to $20,000,000 are being held up by 
high costs, chiefly of labor and ma- 
terial. Prospective builders and 
bankers have contended that it 
would be unsound economically to 
bulla at prevailing prices, pointing 
out that a slump from present peak 
prices would subsequently endanger 
investments.
